(b) C1.22 alkyl, C1.22 alkoxy, C1.22 alkylthio, and C1.22 alkylcarboxyl, each optionally substituted 
with 1 to 5 moieties selected from the group consisting of halogen, hydroxy, mercapto, amino, 
nitro, Ci-6 alkoxy, C1.6 alkylthio, and C1.6 alkylcarboxyl, 

(c) aromatic and heteroaromatic groups substituted with 3 adjacent hydroxy groups, and 
optionally substituted with 1 to 5 substituents selected from halogen, Ci-6 alkyl and Ci-6 alkoxy, 
each optionally substituted with up to 5 halogen atoms, 

(d) sugars, optionally substituted with one or more anionic groups selected from sulfate, 
phosphate, phosphonate, carboxylate, and sulfonate groups, and 

(e) peptides and

2. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 where only one active ingredient 
compound is administered. 

3. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 where the mammal is a human.

18. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 where X is selected from hydrogen and 
the group consisting of 

(a) hydroxy, amino, C^e alkylamino, di(Ci.6 alkyl)amino, and cycloamino, 

(b) C1.22 alkyl, Ci-22 alkoxy, C1.22 alkylthio, and C1.22 alkylcarboxyl, each optionally substituted 
with 1 to 5 moieties selected from the group consisting of halogen, hydroxy, mercapto, amino, 
nitro, Ci-e alkoxy, C1.6 alkylthio, and Cue alkylcarboxyl, and 
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(c) aromatic and heteroaromatic groups substituted with 3 adjacent hydroxy groups, and 
optionally substituted with 1 to 5 substituents selected from halogen, Ci-e alkyl and Ci.6 alkoxy, 
each optionally substituted with up to 5 halogen atoms. 

19. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 where X is selected from hydrogen and 
the group consisting of hydroxyl and amino.
